At  my  in- 
vitation a hiother  preacher  has  come  and  oe- 
eupied  my  pulpit  oil  Sunday  and  under  Hod 
has  done  his  heat  for  me  and  the  work,  and 
now  in  consideration  of  this  service  I hand 
him  the  handsome  sum  of  $3  out  of  the  $100 
I have  received.  Possibly  it’s  enough  to  pay 
his  actual  .expenses.  Is  this  right!  Is  it 
brotherly ! 

One  very  important  phase  of  this  subject 
was  not  mentioned  in  the  discussion  referred 
to  in  the  Standard.  I mean  the  fact  that 
sdme  brethren  allow  themselves  to  have  a 
misunderstanding  as  to  who  should  bear  the 
expenses  and  then  let  the  visiting  brother 
suffer  the  consequences.  A ease  in  point 
will  illustrate  what  1 mean.  Several  years 
ago,  one  of  the  most  acceptable  preachers  in 
our  college  was  invited  and  urged  to  supply 
for  one  of  the  leading  pastors  in  the  State. 
It  was  a strong  church  in  a large  town.  The 
preacher  was  very  poor  and  was  working 
his  wuy  through  school,  and  supporting  a 
large  family  of  small  children.  The  pastor 
had  gone  to  preach  the  commencement  ser- 
mon at  the  close  of  a high  school  in  a neigh- 
boring town.  No  arrangement  was  made 
for  the  visiting  preacher’s  expenses.  As 
the  distance  was  considerable  and  he  had  to 
spend  part  of  his  time  in  a high-priced  ho- 
tel, the  expenses  were  rather  heavy.  By  do- 
ing without  anything  to  eat  on  his  return  he 
mauagtd  to  reach  home  without  borrowing 
i any  money.  He  was  afterwards  informed 
that  a misunderstanding  had  aiiseu  between 
the  pastor  and  the  superintendent  of  the 
school,  mentioned  as  to  who  should  hear  the 
expenses,  and  they  settled  it  by  letting  the 
preacher  pay  it  himself.  To  simply  lie  in- 
formed that  there  is  a misunderstanding 
as  to  who  should  pay  it,  is  rather  poor  com- 
pensation, and  only  adds  to  the  embarrass- 
ment of  the  man  who  already  fecla  ‘.hat  Ins 
services  are  not  very  much  appreciated. 
But  if  he  is  possessed  by  the  spirit  or  self- 
sacrifice  that  should  possess  the  evangel  of 
Christ,  he  would  rather  pay  it  and  suffer  in 
silence  than  to  make  any  complaint.

MISSISSIPPI  COLLEGE  ACADEMY 

Of  the  several  progressive  »te|>#  taken  by 
the  board  of  trustees  of  Mississippi  College 
last  spring,  by  no  means  the  least  win  the 
aliolition  of  the  old  preparatory  department 
of  the  college  and  the  creation  of  a new  in- 
stitution, subordinate  to  and  closely  affiliat- 
ed with  the  college.  This  new  preparatory 
school  is  known  as  the  Mississippi  College 
Academy.  It  is  located  upou  the  college 
campus,  and  its  students  will  receive  the 
benefit  of  the  college  library,  lyceum  course, 
laboratory  equipment.,  etc  On  the  other 
hand  it  will  have  a distinct  faculty  devoted 
solely  to  the  interests  of  its  students,  its  own 
rules,  regulations  and  discipline. 

lamg  experience  has  ' shown  that  high 
school  and  college  work  cannot  be  mixed 
without  detriment  to  both.  It  was  in  rec- 
ognition of  this  fact  that  the  Mississippi 
College  faculty  recommended  this  separa- 
tion of  college  and  academy,  and  the  rec- 
ommendation was  heartily  adopted  by  the 
board  of  trustees. 

The  curriculum  of  the  academy  provides 
for  three  years  work,  and  is  equivalent  to 
the  work  of  the  ninth,  tenth,  and  eleventh 
grades  of  our  best  high  schools.  We  ex- 
pect to  have  thirty  or  more  ministerial  stu- 
dents in  the  academy,  and  especially  for 
their  benefit  a Bible  course  has  lx*en  pro- 
vided, which  will  probably  he  taught  by  Dr. 
Provence,  professor  of  Bible  in  the  college. 
Students  who  complete  the  course  of  study 
outlined  in  the  aendemy  will  he  fully  pre- 
pared for  the  freshman  year  at  Mississippi 
College  or  at  any  of  our  high  grade  col- 
leges or  universities.

and  ministering  hosts,  we  iifust  “follow  after 
the  sanctification  without  wljjioh  no  inun  shall 
see  the  Lord.”  The  Jew!  thought  before- 
hand that  so  much  preparation  for  llis  com- 
ing on  Sinai  was  su|>crflM<Uus.  They  were 
ready ; Jet  Him  coiue  on.

TheiUj  must  be  a ded- 
ication to  Him  and  llis  wiirk,  a ceasing  to 
live  upon  the  plain  of  sordid,  selfish  grat- 
ification. A holy  life  is  onji  given  up  to  the 
obedience  and  service,  the  ownership  and 
use  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  We  cannot 
live  tin-  life  of  Esau  and  ii  herit  the  birth- 
right. We  cannot  live  to  11  our  stomachs 
without  starving  our  aoull  If  we  will 
“grovel  here  lie  low  fond  Uf  these  trilling 
toys,  our  souls  can  neither  tli  nor  go  to  reach 
eternal  joys.” 

It  hardly  need  lie  said  helv  that  to  “see 
the  Ia>rd“  does  not  mean  g<  ting  to  heaven. 
We  do  not  need  to  wait  fill  vie  get  to  heaven 
to  see  the  Lord.  Of  cou rile  we  expect  a 
fuller  revelation  of  His  giory  |in  heaven  than 
we  can  have  on  earth.  But  fven  there  it  is 
not  a physical  or  material  re  elation  of  Him 
that  shall  be  given  us.  It  ill  the  siyne  kind 
of  revelation  that  we  have  lion  earth,  only 
greater  in  degree  and  intensify.  The  phys- 
ical heavens  here  declare  thil  glory  of  God 
only  to  him  whose  spiritual  j eyes  are  open, 
whose  heart  is  attuned  to  tha  heart  of  God. 
Seeing  Ood  is  not  a physical,  not  a bodily 
or  natural  experience,  but  thq  realizing  Him 


Baptized  Unto  Motas. 

Paul  in  writing  to  the  Corinthians  warns  • 
them  against  the  danger  of  wandering  into 
sin  or  of  proving  unfaithful  to  the  laird  Je- 
sus. by  a comparison  with  the  condition  of 
the  Israelites  after  they  had  come  out  of  the 
bondage  of  Egypt.  The  similarity  of  their 
situation  to  that  of  Israel  is  striking  and 
indicated  in  several  particulars.  These  will 
readily  recur  to  most  readers  without  re- 
counting them  here.  ^ One  of  these  is  that 
the  Hebrews  had  their’ baptism.  They  were 
said  to  be  “baptized  unto  Moses.” 

There  are  in  this  expression  two  instruc- 
tive parallels.  First,  the  character  of  the 
baptismal  act  is  indicated,  and  then  they  an 
introduced  into  a new  relationship  to  their 
leader. 

Of  course  Paul  is  making  no  argument  for 
immersion.  No  such  argument  was  needed 
tor  it  was  not  a question.  Nothing  else  had 
ever  been  heard  of  and  an  attempt  to  sup- 
port it  would  have  been  an  anachronism.  . 
Two  things  at  least  the  Bible  does  not  un- 
dertake to  prove;  one  is  that  there  is  a (iod, 
and  the  other  that  baptism  is  immersion,  a 
burial.  These  things  are  assumed  ami  other 
tilings  deduced  from  them  as  fundamental 
facts.  The  best  proof  of  some  facts  is  that 
the  Bible  takes  them  for  granted.  But  the 
similarity  of  the  ordinance  of  baptism  to  the 
passage  through  the  sea  is  beautifully  apt 
They  were  thoroughly  enveloped  within  the 
walls  of  the  sea  and  the  overhanging  cloud. 
They  paused  out  of  sight  of  the  Egyptians 
and  emerged  on  the  other  shore.  Did  it 
ever  occur  to  those  who  contend  that  bap- 
tism as  a burial  is  only  a figure  of  speech 
that  the  figure  would  lose  all  its  significance 
and  force  if  the  baptism  were  not  in  fact  to 
be  completely  enveloped.  A baptism  of  fire 
must  mean  to  faee  it  and  have  it  to  right 
and  left  as  when  a soldier  goes  into  battle. 
It  would  be  meaningless  as  a figure  of  speech 
if  it  were  anything  less.  The  baptism  ot 
the  ^spirit  must  mean  to  be  brought  under 
the  power  and  wholly  within  the  control  ot 
the  Spirit.  Those  who  pray  for  it  do  not 
wish  fbr  anything  less  than  that.  But  the 
oth.  r idea  involved  in  the  people  being  bap- 
tized unto  Moses  is  that  they  have  now  put 
themselves  outwardly  by  this  act  of  passing 
through  the  Red  Sea.  into  a new  attitude 
toward  him.  They  have  acknowledged  his 
authority  and  leadership;  they  have  com- 
mitted their  fortunes  and  their  destinies  to 
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him.  They  have  taken  the  step  from  wl.i  l« 
there  is  uo  going  back.  They  are  irr  vo- 
cably  pledged  to  obedience  and  loyalty  to 
his  person.  Their  future  is  liound  up  with 
him.  By  this  act  Moses  becomes  res|ioiisi 
|)|, ■ for  their  safe  conduct,  and  they  express 
their  faith  in  him  as  God's  appointed  leader 
for  the  march  to  Canaan.  They  know  noth- 
ing of  the  desert  route  how  or  when  he  is 
to  tiring  them  to  the  promised  land.  1 bey 
trust  themselves  to  him.  This  is  what  I aul 
calls  being  baptized  unto  Moses,  and  he 
makes  it  a parallel  and  symbol  of  our  being 
baptized  into  Christ.  It  is  the  outward, 
public  declaration  that  we  have  left  the  old 
life  of  bondage,  turned  from  the  world,  ab 
eepted  the  leadership,  the  lordship  of  Je- 
sus, to*walk  with  him  the  way  to  the  Father  s 
house.  In  taking  this  step  we  must  “obey 
from  the  heart  that  mould  of  teaching,” 
this  act  of  baptism 


STATE  MISSIONS  AND  HATTIESBURO. 

The  construction  of  the  New  Orleans  and 
North  Eastern  railroad  from  Meridian  to 
New  Orleans  iqicnod  quite  a territory  in  Mis 
sissippi  for  development.  The  State  Mis- 
sion Board  ent.-ml  the  field  thus  opened  with 
all  the  vigor  characteristic  of  its  history. 
Missionaries  were  employed,  churches  were 
organized,  houses  werv  built,  sinners  were 
converted,  and  much  good  followed  in  the 
wake  of  the  work  thus  cared  for. 

Among  the  churches  that  grew  out  of  the 
work  was  Hattiesburg  First  ehureh.  The 
wisdom  that  marked  the  seizure  of  this 
strategic  point  is  manifest  to  all  inquiring 
minds.  The  one  church  was  insufficient  to 
meet  the  needs  until  some  twelve  years  ago. 
it  was  thought  best  to  establish  another 
preaching  place,  which  was  fostered  by  Stat  • 
Missions;  and  in  a short  tiilie  the  Columbia 
street  ehureh  was  organized,  and  after  a few 
years  became  self-supporting  and  a helper  to 
the  cause.  When  the  school  was  built  up 
by  Prof.  Thames  accepting  the  presidency, 
it  was  felt  that  a Baptist  ehureh  was  seeded 
in  that  immediate  community,  and  so  a be- 
ginning was  made  with  a tent  as  a gather- 
ing place,  add  State  Missions  the  pledge  of 
siipi>ort.  In  due  time  the  present  house 
was  built,  and  not  only  pastor,  but  house  as 
well  need<*d  the  help  of  State  Missions  The 
work  under  the  tent  had  been  greBtly  bless- 
ed of  God  and  had  nothing  else  been  done 
than  the  leading  of  the  40  young  people  to 
Christ  who  were  baptized,  the  work  done 
would  have  been  justified. 

But  along  with  this  work  there  was  an- 
other development  calling  again  for  State 
Minion  help,  something  like  a mile  or  more 
away  and  the  Fifth  avenue  church  became 
another  Baptist  factor  in  impressing  Baptist 
principles  on  a rapidly  growing  community. 
The  four  churches  of  the  great  city  are  thus 
forever  connected  with  State  Missions.

Millions  of  pure,  beau- 
tiful girls  go  to  the  marriage  altar 
and  give  themselves  unconsciously 
to  diseased  men  Only  to  have  the 
bloom  of  health  go  and  their  lives  to 
go  out  soon  on  an  operating  table 
aa  a result  of  the  sins  of  those  men 
who  promised  to  be  true,  to  them. 
The  crime  of  our  civilization  is  that 
we  have  no  lawa  on  the  subject  for 
the  protection  of  women.
